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The  Executive's 
Message 


Education  is  not  a  dispensation  of  facts  and  figures  but  is  an  experience  which  can  be 
rich,  warm  and  rewarding.  However,  an  ideal  educational  system  has  several  require- 
ments: There  must  be  proper  interpersonal  relationships  established  throughout  the 
whole  strata  of  learning  so  that  a  workable  rapport  exists  between  the  administration 
and  staff  and  most  essentially,  between  students  and  teachers. 

Undoubtably,  there  is  also  a  need  to  recognize  and  possibly  to  unify  the  philosophies  of 
educators  and  students  with  respect  to  the  distinction  between  training  and  education. 
One  doesn't  have  to  go  to  an  institution  of  formal  learning  simply  to  become  acquainted 
with  a  future  profession,  she  attends  these  schools  and  colleges  to  learn,  "how  to 
learn". 

Surely,  here  is  where  the  success  of  our  educational  process  lies:  in  realizing  that  our 
schools  are  not  designed  as  social  preserves  for  the  development  of  poor  kids  into  rich 
adults  but  as  institutions  able  to  equip  students  with  the  tools  required  to  survive  in  the 
harsh,  lonely,  secular  society  of  today. 

The  development  of  these  instuments  of  learning;  the  ability  to  recognize  a  problem  and 
to  know  a  process  by  which  to  discover  a  solution  -  this  individual  outgrowth  is  the  goal 
of  our  educational  system  -  not  to  produce  18  yr.  old  specialists  with  predestined 
futures  but  simply  to  assist  in  the  maturation  of  a  well-adjusted  student  able  and  will- 
ing to  appreciate  the  values  and  opinions  of  those  around  him. 

Finally,  educators  have  realized  the  need  for  individuality  in  education  but  the  resultant 
liberalism  which  has  swept  throughout  the  ministry  following  the  Hall -Dennis  report, 
threatens  to  be  almost  as  destructive  as  it  is  beneficial.  Today,  you  have  first  year  stu- 
dents imprisoned  and  bewildered  by  an  unknown  freedom.  Not  until  year  four  or  five  have 
students  become  familiar  enough  with  these  tools  of  learning  so  that  they  may  be  on  a 
self -directed  and  self -motivated  program. 

In  this  light,  the  role  of  the  teacher  becomes  to,  in  a  five  year  period,  render  himself 
obsolete.  To  progress  from  the  position  of  an  instructor  to  that  of  a  resource  person. 

In  this  brief  summation,  I  have  included  a  challenge. 

We  as  students  must  exercise  objectivity  in  judging  our  educational  stystem  for  we  cannot 
depend  on  administrators  to  sight  these  shortcomings  in  our  learning  process.  They, 
like  the  students  often  have  a  tendency  to  become  blindly  engrossed  within  their  own 
cubes  of  concern.  However,  through  cooperation  students  and  educators  may  come  clos- 
er to  realizing  an  ideal  educational  system. 

The  challenge,  the  responsibility  and  succeedingly,  the  consequences  are  yours.
